dead were in Cuyutlan, the state's 
i'an'ous summer resort, bul said 
iifiv-ards of 20,000 parsons were 
livin;: out of doors in the capita!. 
Here he said there was a shortage 
of icocl, medicin3 and money os 
well as tents ana many of tho in- 
jured from Cuyutlan were not re- 
celv!nR adequate care. 


The. governor rpnealed foi 
the 


aid of the "world Red Cross" in 
the emergency. 
The populace of 
most of the sta'e, harassed by 
many 
earthshocks 
within the 


munth, were afraid evczywhero 10 
return to their hoiiss. 


The governor told

npondent he was livinr in a tent 
in a public park wiih the citizens, 
and that nearly two tbousand rof- 
ugets from Cuyutlan had crowded 
lilt the town.

An accurae check of the casual- 
ties was not possible today be- 
cause of the disorganized condition 
of the territory. 


Colima reported that the known 


number of injured there was 62, 
but it. could not be determined how 
many lives were lost. 


Governor Salvador Saucedo of 


the stato of Colima left today for 
Cuyutlan, where the wave struck 
hardest, to take charge of the 
situation. He said the death toll 
at Cuyutlan, a resort town, now 
had passed forty with additional 
missing and more than 100 injiur- 
ed.. 


The governor reported the tidnl 


wave swept inland more than a 
mile over an 18-mile front, level- 
ing everything in its path. 


Federal soldiers were searching 
lor additional victims and burn- 
ing thousands of .dead fish left on 
the beach when the waves re- 
ceded. 
Danger of disease made 


necessary temporary evacuation of 
the inhabitants. 


Two minor earthquakes preced- 
ed the heavy temblor which ush- 
ered in the wave and aroused the 
inhabitants, many of whom fled

WASHINGTON, June 23.-W,— 
Alert to plans for avoiding new 
high postage rates, the government 
is going to insist on its rlgnt to 
t"6 monopoly of carrying letters. 


The increase in postage rates 


from 2 to 3 cents, effective July 
6, has caused public utility com- 
panies and other organizations us- 
ing the mails to distribute their 
monthly bills to consider 
other 


means. In some cities use of men 
now unemployed has been suggest- 
ed. 


The increased postage and th« 


tax on bank checks, with which 
many bills are paid, are said by 
business men to involve a cont'i- 
bvtion of 11 cents on each bill palrl 
by mail with a check. 
At that 
rate every 100,000 bills would mean 
a contribution of $11,000 to 
the 
go\ ernment. 
Hiring private car- j 
riers at modest wages would sava 
money for both the companies and 
their customers, they say. 


The postofflce department, how- 
ever, points out the postal laws 
do not permit anyone to enter into 
competition with the postal ser- 
vice In carrying letters. There 19 
no objection to a company using 
its own employes for deliveries, 
but two or more companies will 
not b,e allowed to use the same !

MARRIAGE STATISTICS 


Pessimists who profess to 


believe that marriage and 
the home are decaying in- 
stitutions will find no ma- 
terial for grousing in the 
census bureau figures for 
the decade 1920-1930. This 
is the post-war period dur- 
ing which, in the view of 
many, war-engendered de- 
moralization has been sap- 
ping the foundations of tra- 
ditional morality. Yet the 
percentage of married per- 
sons from the age of 15 on- 
wards increased for both 
sexes, rising for men 58.2 
in 1920 to 60 in 1930 and 
for women from 60.6 in 
1920 to 61.1 in 1930. 


The m o s t 
significant 


showing of the 
census 
is 


that for the first time since 
the 
compilation of these 


marital statistics began in 
1890 there is a trend from 
early marriage. There was a 
decrease in the percentage 
of men married up to the 
age of 24, and a decrease in 
the percentage of women 
married between the ages of 
20 to 24, although the -per- 
centage of the girls married 
below, that age was sub- 
stantially the same.

Tllere are some who be- 


ieve—or say they do—that 
modern civilization as typi- 
fied by the big city is not 
worth while. They say life 
in the city is wonderful, in 
the sense of being intrigu- 
ing and amazing, but it is al- 
so unlovely, unhealthy and 
unsafe. Dean Inge accuses 
industrialism of creating a 
"hard and mean world," 
and another observer finds 
the city "intolerably noisy, 
where freedom is a good 
deal of a humbug and se- 
curity scarcely existent." 


Where people work in 


skyscrapers, live in flats and 
jam themselves into subway

comforts and even luxuries 
for his family and his home 
and tends to relax somewhat 
from the strenuousness of 
his activities. But suppose 
you were in debt for a farm 
in times like these when 
prices are so low as to prom-, 
ise at best meager income 
from your crops. Would you 
decrease your planted acre- 
age and thus make sure thai 
you would have little to 
sell? Surely not. Your sole 
chance of paying your debts 
and having enough income 
to make a living, would de- 
pend upon your raising the

possible.

the 
support of my 


friends and am willing to serve 
my country and my party to the 
limit of my capacity."

problems that 


have come to the fore, giving his 
position on them. It was regard- 
ed by his friends as in the na- 
ture of a "keynote" address. 
He criticized tariff barriers that 
are practically excluding the pro- 
ducts of foreign nations;" advo 
cated relief measures "which go 
to the root of the trouble^.' re- 
storation ' of Internationa! credit 
and confidence; and urged the 
collection of war 
debts to the 


extent of the debtor nations' abil- 
ity to pay.

reduced not less than one third.
